FATAL TO MAN 
HURT IN WRECK 


Mervin Henry Winfield Jones, 52. 
colored, of Gettysburg R. I, died 
Sunday evening at 11:50 o’clock in 
the W arner hospital from injuries 
he received in an automobile acci­ 
dent on the H arrisburg road on June 
18. A broken neck caused his death. 
He was a member of a party of 
five G ettysburg negroes who were 
riding in a car th a t ran off the 
G eltysburg-H arrisburg road at Ber­ 
m udian park, leaped across a nine- 
foot ditch, struck four saplings and 
rolled over several times. 
None of 
the other four occupants of the car 
were hurt. 
John Paul Jones, 25, of Gettysburg, 
driver of the car, told Officer W W. 
Hoover, of the G ettysburg substation 
of the state m otor police th at he had 
fallen asleep before the accident 
occurred 
Dr. E 
AL Miller Adams county 
coroner, has received a report of the 
death arising from the accident. He 
indicated today an inquest will be 
held later. 
Mervin Jones wac born in G ettys­ 
burg and had always resided here. 
He had been employed for 25 years 
by the late Edward Utz, Gettysburg 
plasterer. 
Previous to th a t tim e he 
had been a hostler for the Holtz- 
worth brothers at their livery stable. 
At the time of the accident he was 
a hostler a t Williams Grove park. 
Surviving are his wife, Julia C ath­ 
erine Richardson Jones, a native of 
Emmitsburg, whom he m arried 31 
years ago, and three sons and one 
daughter, William F. and John P., 
both at home; Ferdinand R , of New 
York city, and Mrs Jam es Mosten, 
of Gettysburg. One grandchild also 
survives.

A GLIDER pilot dropped down 
* * o u t of the sky in his motorless 
plane Sunday afternoon at Bigler­ 
ville after a flight of about 165 
miles from Elmira, New York 
He 
was not hurt in the descent. 
The pilot, Ensign 
Robert M 
Stanley, 
of 
Squadron 
Five 
at 
United States Navy air station at 
Pensecola, Florida, was partici­ 
pating in the tenth annual n a ­ 
tional soaring contests. 
His des­ 
tination was W ashington, D C , 
225 miles from Elmira. Two outer 
gliders landed at Harrisburg. 
Ensign Stanley landed in a field 
at the rear of the Rice, Trew and 
Rice plant in Biglerville. 
The 
field is on the E D Heiges farm 
He had been in the air 5 hours 
and 35 m inutes, arriving at Big­ 
lerville about 4:15 p. rn 
Pilot Stanley explained he was 
forced to land because the weather 
conditions were not conducive to 
gliding. He pointed out th at glid­ 
ers usually travel between clouds 


in order to utilize the up drafts 
th a t occur there. 
However, he 
said th a t there were few clouds in 
the sky Sunday afternoon. 
The officer, who is 26 years old, 
established an altitude record for 
gliders last week when he soared 
up to 16,000 feet in the air.

form er record had been 8,000 feet 
The flight on Sunday was an 
attem pt by Stanley to be the first 
to reach W ashington in a glider 
from 
Elmira.

ley said he covered the distance— 
which is 225 miles—last year, but 
th at he was nosed out for the 
prize by a G erm an who had made 
a trip just a day earlier.

U. S. TO SPEND 
13 BILLIONS 


W ashington, July 3 (A P)—Setting 
a peacetime record, congress has 
authorized federal expenditures of 
$13,110,000,000 
for 
the 
new fiscal 
year—$1,749,000,000 above last ses­ 
sion’s aggregate. 
Legislative 
leaders 
pointed 
out 
that a substantial part of the in­ 
crease was due to factors over which 
congress had little direct control. 
These include such things as the 
mounting reserve funds for old-age 
pensions and the railroad retirem ent 
program. 
So-called 
perm anent 
appropria­ 
tions—such as interest on the n a­ 
tional debt—for which congress must 
provide stipulated am ounts annually, 
amounted to $3,624,812,065 this year 
President Roosevelt criticized some 
of the increases, notably the $338,- 
000,000 which 
the 
senate 
tacked 
onto 
the 
Agriculture 
departm ent 
appropriation bill for parity pay­ 
ments to farm ers and for disposal 
of surplus commodities. 
Ile held 
that congress should provide the 
taxes to raise the money. 
Expansion of the Army and Navy 
in the face of troubled world con­ 
ditions accounted for $1,783,187,847 
This included $773,049,151 to con­ 
tinue the naval building program 
and for new naval air bases in the 
nation’s outposts. 
The Army got 
$732,187,871, 
including 
funds 
for 
modern weapons and for expansion 
of the air corps to 5,500 planes. 
W ell-informed legislators told the 
house the m ilitary forces would re­ 
quire $2,000,000,000 next year when 


the peak if the Navy's construction 
program would be reached. 
The appropriation for relief dur­ 
ing the fiscal year which started 
July I was $1,755,600,000, in contrast 
to $2,915,605,000 voted last session. 
One reason for the decrease was 
that funds for the Public Works 
adm inistration, rural electrification 
and parity paym ents to farm ers, all 
of which were included in last year’s 
relief bill, were provided separately 
this year. 
Little change Is likely to be made 
in the appropriation total during 
the rest of tills session, for the only 
bills awaiting action are the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia supply bill and the 
final "catch-all" deficiency appro­ 
priation. 
Their totals will be rela­ 
tively small.
